LEAFLETS URGE 
STUDENT STRIKE 


HAVANA, Feb. 4 (UPI) — A 
plane flew low over downtown 
Havana last night and dropped 
anti-Castro leaflets calling for a 
students’ strike ‘against the tyr- 
anny which oppresses us.” 

Militiamen on top of the presi- 
dential palace opened fire on the 
twin-engine aircraft. 

The plane also was fired upon 
from La Cabana fortress prison. 

The leaflets signed by the 
Students Revolutionary Direc- 
tory, which opposes Premier Fi- 
del Castro, urged all Cuban stu- 
dents to strike Monday and stay 
out until Castro's dictatorship 
falls. 

Crowds Gather Leaflets. 

‘Not a single classroom should 
remain open,” the leaflets said. 
“All students attending classes 
shall be considered traitors to 
the fatherland.” 

Crowds ran down the Prado 
in the downtown area picking 
up the leaflets and police cars 
cruised slowly by, watching 
them. Pro-Castro youths ran 
along the streets picking up the 
leaflets and stuffing them in 
wastebaskets for burning. 

The Ministry of Education, an- 
ticipating the students’ strike, 
ordered suspension of all classes 
for a week in the nation’s sec- 
ondary schools. At least three | 
Catholic schools had reported 
considerable absenteeism during 
the past two weeks. 

Leader Executed. 

The leaflets urged students to 
honor the memory of Porfirio 
Ramirez, the executed former 
president of Las Villas Univer- 
sity Students Federation, and 
Julio Antonio Yebra, a medical 
student executed last month. 

Among the leaflets dropped 
were decals with ancient Greek | 
letters and the outline of a fish.

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River Priorities 

The Upper Missouri Basin states will lack 
electric power fo meet present needs and to 
spark industrial development if navigation 
continues to be given priority over power 
production in the use of waters of the Mis- 
souri river. So the State of South Dakota 
is contending in a formal protest against the 
way in. which the Army Engineers are allo- 
cating water from the five mainstream dams 
already functioning. Rural electric co-opera- 
tives and public power systems will be de- 
prived of power supply they “sorely need,” 


Fn gstenin to a brief filed by the South Dako- 
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a Water Resources Commission. Of the ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 kilowatts of ultimate 
installed power capacity only half will be 
available as firm power for industry, the 
brief declares 

The Army Engineers, for their part, are 
bound by a schedule of priorities on Missouri 
river water enacted by Congress in 1944. This 
legislation provides that “the use for naviga- 
tion” of the Missouri's waters shall not con- 
flict with uses for “domestic, municipal, stock 
water, irrigation, mining or industrial pur- 
poses.” Since the list contains no specific 
mention of electric power, the Army Engl- 
neers maintain—and properly so, we think— 
that they cannot legally give power produc- 
tion priority over navigation. 

On the other hand, South Dakota and other 
Upper Basin States see their entire industrial 
future depending on an ample power supply, 
and very little benefit to them from a naviga- 
tion channel in the Missouri river. The 
proper course here, it seems to us, is for Con- 
gress to be asked to reconsider the schedule 
of priorities it has given to these waters, and 
to give electric power production the order of 
priority which promises to do the most to pro- 
mote the development of the region as a 
whole. In.our opinion electric power should 
precede navigation in priority. 

It would be happy indeed if the flow of 
the Missouri river were sufficient to supply 
in full the requirements for water for all pur- 
poses.. Unfortunately, that is far from being 
the case. No solution is possible which does 
not entail compromises. Particularly because 
so little must be depended upon to do so 
much, the upper valley states—and Congress 
—should be thinking in terms of supplement- 
ing hydroelectric power production there 
with steam generation, both to enlarge the 
basis of energy for new industries: and to 
ease the over-demand on an undersupply of 
Missouri river water. 


Up to the Chiefs 


lf the county’s municipal police chiefs are 
sincere in their indorsement of the principle 
of “home rule” over financing the County 
Police Department, then they ought to tell it 
to State Representatives Young, Cantrell and 
Hickey. Those three north county legisla- 
tors are the main stumbling block to effective 
action along those lines. 


Rep. Aschemeyer of Olivette has drafted a 
bill that would do precisely what the chiefs 
say should be done—permit the people of the 
county to vote on the size and details of any 
police tax. The County Administration, the 
Council, the Police Board and the Democratic 
platform also favor this approach. 


All that is necessary now is for the munici- 
pal chiefs to call off Young, Cantrell and Hick- 
ey who obviously have been acting in behalf 
of at least some of the chiefs. That would be 
a far more effective way of advancing the 
chief’s announced support of home rule than 
a thousand good resolutions. 


For Daring and Dissent 


The nation will benefit immeasurably if 
every government employe takes to heart and 
puts into practice a directive enunciated by 
President Kennedy in his address on the State 
of the Union. It is contained in the following: 


I here pledge myself and my colleagues 
in the Cabinet to a continuous encourage- 
ment of initiative, responsibility and energy 
in serving the public interest. Let every pub- 
lic servant know, whether his post is high 
or low, that a man’s rank in. this Administra- 
tion will be determined by the size of the 
job he does, and not by the size of his staff, 
his office or his budget. Let it be clear 
that this Administration recognizes the value 
of daring and dissent—that we greet healthy 
controversy as the hallmark of healthy change. 


Far too often the federal bureaucracy has 


been characterized by the opposite of daring 


and dissent. Many a bureaucrat knows to his 
sorrow, in fact, that daring and dissent can be 
the equivalent of suicide. There are, as Mr. 
Kennedy said, many honest and useful public 
servants in government employ; if these per- 
sons can be encouraged to speak out, and can 
be assured of protection against reprisals by 
superiors whose views may differ, intelligent 
policy-making should be facilitated. 


Mr. Kennedy pointed to the “growing gap 
between decision and execution, between 
planning and reality.” What Mr. Kennedy 
was referring to here is exemplified in the 
conduct of United States postwar policy to- 
ward China. Experts who ventured a realistic 
appraisal of the China question were pilloried 
by Senator McCarthy and his followers. This 
caused untold harm to the morale of the 
Foreign Service. 

Mr. Kennedy has demonstrated already that 
he is not afraid of brains and ideas. If his 
philosophy can be infused into the whole fed- 
eral service, the future can be faced with 
confidence. 


Food Stamps at Last 


After her long, up-hill fight for the food 
stamp plan, Representative Leonor K. Sulli- 
van of St. Louis must have been gratified 
when President Kennedy announced that it 
would be used as part of his emergency pro- 
gram to help the needy. The plan is to go 
into effect in areas of southern Illinois, West 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, eastern Kentucky, 
northern Minnesota and in Detroit. All are 
regions of more or less chronic unemploy- 
ment which should provide a good test of 
this method of surplus food distribution. 

Mrs. Sullivan first introduced a food-stamp 
bill in Congress in 1954. .Her measure finally 
was adopted in 1959, but President Eisen- 
hower did not instruct the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to make use of it. The prime pur- 
pose of the plan is to provide a wider variety 
of foods than does the distribution system 
now in use. While the President did not go 
into details, he apparently intends the stamp 
plan as a supplement to the present set-up. 

Broadly, those eligible for stamps are the 
needy unemployed and those on relief or wel- 
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fare rovis. Unless modified by the Admin- 
istration, the plan will enable them to ex- 
change their stamps in stores for foodstuffs 
designated by the Secretary of Agriculture. 
Its utility and convenierice should offset its 
cost—a factor not to be over-stressed in feed- 
ing the hungry. 


Space Gains and Peace Plans 


The successful first flight test of a solid- 
fuel intercontinental ballistic missile, the Min- 
uteman, is as encouraging as wags the swift 
development of the submarine-fired Polaris. 
Coupled with the Minuteman feat is the orbit- 
ing of a Samos reconnaissance satellite on 
the second attempt. 

Although the Air Force speaks guardedly of 
this satellite’s capabilities, it is obvious from 
the successes last year of the weather photo- 
graphing satellites, Tiros I and II, that we 
have at hand a vehicle with great potential 
for gathering military information over the 
world. But it can be used for peaceful pur- 
poses as well as military. 

What will be the reaction in Moscow? Last 
November an authoritative Soviet journal, 
International Affairs, warned, “The Soviet 
Union has everything necessary to paralyze 
United States military espionage both in the 
air and in outer space. In case of need we 
will be able to protect security against any 
encroachment from outer space just as suc- 
cessfully as we have done with respect to 
air space.” 

Whatever attitude the Soviets may take 
toward the Samos, they are undoubtedly 
weighing the speedup in the Polaris subma- 
rine program and our success with the Min- 
uteman. The mobile Minuteman, which may 
be combat-ready in mid-1962, is a tremendous 
improvement over the liquid-fuel Atlas and 
Titan. Its mobility alone should mean that 
we would have enough retaliatory power left 
after a surprise attack to make such aggres- 
sion folly. 

Yet, so swift has been the advance in 
rocketry and in outer space exploration that 
the peril of going on in a state of cold rivalry 
is great. What is needed now is a new ap- 
proach in which national rivalries are curbed 
through a space program in which all inter- 
ested nations can join. 

President Kennedy in his State of the 
Union message suggested that the Soviets 
join us in developing satellites for meteoro- 
logical and communication uses and in pre- 
paring for probes of Venus and Mars. The 
time to. begin such a program is now while 
the satellites are scanning the earth for facts 
instead of targets. 


Even Better Than Pin Ball 


There must be something deeply intriguing 
about the lights-and-lever game played by 
Ham, the chimpanzee who made the first 
flight in a Mercury capsule. Why else would 
Ham have resumed playing the game imme- 
diately on his return to Cape Canveral in- 
stead of resting? Watching lights and bang- 
ing a lever to see if an electric shock in the 
foot can be avoided—and right after speeding 
2000 miles an hour, undergoing the pull of 
12 t®mes the,force of gravity and landing un- 
seen in the watery wastes! With a little more 
training Ham might not only patent. his 
lights-and-lever game but also form a corpora- 
tion to sell it as a tranquilizer for rocket 
riders. 


An Inadequate Lead-Zinc Bill 


New legislative proposals for relief of the 
distressed lead and zinc industry, introduced 
in Congress by Representative Aspinall of 
Colorado, are disappointing. Last summer, 
when legislation for a subsidy limited to small 
producers was passed by the House, it seemed 
as good a stop-gap as could be arranged in 
the short time remaining of the Eighty-sixth 
Congress. Now, at the beginning of a new 
session, when there is opportunity for com- 
prehensive and thoughtful discussion of the 
problem, Mr. Aspinall has merely re-proposed 
the stop-gap with the addition of a tariff 
barrier designed to rise and fall at fixed 
price levels, 


The lead and zine problem deserves a 
much more thoroughgoing treatment than 
this, preferably in the context of a national 
minerals policy for other metals as well. It 
needs to be tackled from the one standpoint 
that really justifies national financial sup- 
port: the availability of strategic supplies vital 
to national defense. Distressing though it is 
as a cause Of unemployment, it would be dif- 
ficult to justify government subsidy from 
that standpoint alone; the cost would be pro- 
hibitive. ! 

Voluntary co-operative measures through 
the United Nations, to keep world production 
within demand, should be-fully explored. It 
might then become clearer what combination 
of domestic measures promises best to estab- 
lish the industry on a firmer footing as an 
adjunct of national defense, and without dam- 
age to other producing countries. It would be 
encouraging to see proposals put forward in 
Congress which might at least offer a pros- 
pect of curing what ails this sick industry 
instead of merely suppressing the symptoms. 


Conflicting Advice 

The continuing major differences among 
farm experts on how to solve the surplus 
grain problem confirm the belief that Presi- 
dent Kennedy will have a difficult time pre- 
paring and securing Congressional enactment 
of legislation to halt increasingly costly accu- 
mulations of crop surpluses. 


His special task force reported that farm- 
ers are not ready to support rigid supply con- 
trol programs at this time and recommended 
an expanded land retirement program — in 
other words, a continuation of Benson policy. 
It recommended against an increase in sup- 
ports for feed grains, while the feed grain 
committee urged an increase. The wheat 
committee recommended a certificate plan 
like that outlined by Mr. Kennedy in the 
campaign. The cotton committee recom- 
mended continuation of the present plan 
for the time being. 

Last week the leaders of the nation’s farm 
organizations met with Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Freeman. They could not agree on any- 
thing. And. yet it is important that agree- 
ment pe reached on some measures, if only 
temporary ones. A way must be found to 
stop the rising tide of surplus commodities.

POLITICS IN THE AMERICAN 
DRAMA, by Caspar Nannes. (Catho- 
lie University of America Press, 256 
pes., $4.95.) 


From the Greek satirist Aristophanes 
(450-385 B.C.), whose anti-war drama 
Lysistrata still is played, to ‘‘Fiorello,”’ 
a musical hit based on the career of 
the late Mayor Fiorello LaGuardia of 
New York, which opened on Broadway 
last November, politics has been a 
recurrent theme in the theater. This 
author lists dozens of American plays 
portraying politics and politicians that 
have reached the popular stage since 
the 1890s. . 


“The study of politics in the Ameri- 
can drama is the study of our times,” 
Nannes writes. ‘There is scarcely a 
significant area of life in the United 
States that did not find a place in the 
political drama.” 

His account of politics in drama is 
at the same time a study of the 
growth of sophistication in American 
public opinion. His first chapter opens 


. with a brilliant example of this change 


of mood. ‘The Senator’ (1890) was 
inspired by Senator Preston B. Plumb 
of Kansas. One of the stars in the 
Broadway production was Georgiana 
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Post-Dispatch, Dec. 14, 1935.

ELOQUENTLY GIVEN

“The Play of Daniel,”’ a thir- 
teenth century musical drama 
derived from the Book of Dan- 
iel, received last night the first 
of two performances at Trinity 
Episcopal Church, under the aus- 
pices of the St. Cecelia and 
George Herbert Societies. The 
church is at Washington boule- 
vard and Euclid avenue. 

The preduction of the play it- 
self was in Latin, supplemented 
by a narrative in the English 
of W. H. Auden. The score had 
been edited by Noah Greenberg. 

Although “The Play of Dan- 
iel’’ most nearly resembles a 
liturgical opera, in the sense 
that it is staged and costumed 
it exists apart from any subse- 
Lhere 
is, for example, no instrumental 
pit; the singers and instrumen- 
talists mingle both on the stage 
and in the aisles,, which are 
utilized for processionals 

Furthermore, there are no set 
operatic forms; rather, ‘The 
Play of Daniel’ consists of 
kaleidoscopic alternations of 
vocal declamation (often defived 
from Gregorian chant), massed 
vocal effects both a capella and 
with instrumental support, and 
purely instrumental sections of 
a conspicuously secular charac- 
ter. And, of course, the presence 
of narration detracts from any 
purely operatic flavor. 

Despite its episodic nature, and 
its lack of large-scale musical 
architecture, “The Play of Dan- 
iel’’ remains, after more than 
seven centuries, a powerful and 
compelling experience. Unlike 
many a more pretentious under- 
taking, it attempts nothing it 
cannot accomplish, and, as a 
result, it is both natural in its 
development and consistent in 
its interest. 

Last night’s performance struck 
me as curious. Technically, it 
was faulty, probably because of 
the historically justifiable ab- 
sence of a conductor to co-ordi- 
nate matters. Attacks were un- 
certain, entrances were often 
premature or delayed, ensemble 
work tended toward the casual, 
and intonation was never really 
dependable. 

But for all that, it was a mov- 
ing and eloquent production, 
tightly knit, firmly and smoothly 
paced, and, above all, fervently 
projected. As the protagonist 
Daniel, Herbert Biedermann dis- 
played a tenor voice of silken 
richness and delicate lyricism, 
and he may easily be forgiven a 
few hoarse sounds. Also con- 
spicuously vocal were Charles 
Armbruster as Belshazzar, Colin 
Riach as the Prince, Marietta 


‘Stacy as the Queen, and George 


Benson who depicted Darius. All 
provided consistent satisfaction. 
Leon Gottfried infused the nar- 
ration with considerable inten- 
sity, and both his diction and his 
manner were beyond reproach.

ANNA MAY WONG 


DIES; MOVIE STAR 


HOLLYWOOD, Feb. 4 (AP)— 
Anna May Wong, who became 
Hollywood's first Chinese movie 
star when she was 17, died of a 
heart attack last night at her 
home in nearby Santa Monica.
